THE EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF 
THE NEWSPAPER 

There aic many kinds of education which wc may rIvc ourselves 
or receive at college, but in all probability most of us ^vc set our 
-minds upon some definite objective, and in a more or less determined 
•manne<* are tryinR to become educated in our chosen and particulai 
line of work. At the present time, however, wc are faced with so 
' many momenloub. questions of nationul polity and world-wide im- 
portance that we owe it to ourselves to learn something of the mo- 
mentous questions of the day and how they arc being dealt wit^i. In 
these days of spccialiiation it is obviously impossible for every one 
to take all the courses he might wish in order to acquire a general 
education, but there can be no excuse on the other hand for anyone 
not having a good, thorough and complete knowledge of present day 
affairs. It is a duty wc owe to ourselves, as well as the country in 
/ which wc Kve, to keep abreast of the times so that we may be able 
to take an int^rlliKfiit part in the aflnirs of the country after wc leave 
^these halls of learning. The manner in which this can be done is to 
spend c portion of each day reading the newspaper accounts of what 
is actually taking place. A prevalent habit, which one can notice in. 
the common rooms at the present time is to see many of those who 
read at all resort to the sporting pages. Then two or three "would 
be" fans get together and discuss so and so.as a hockey player, or the 
chance of this- or that team winning the first or second series of 
games. There can be no harm in taking a passing interest in things 
sporting, but the general trend is too often that this is as far as their 
reading extends. Have you ever tried to converse with soniconc cm 
a problem of real v.orth? About all they know of what is going on 
outside the realm of sport is what they have gathered from a bulletin 
board or from a poster placed in front of a grocery shop or book store. 
Try to discuss, at any length, a topic of national concern, and what do 
you so often find? These arc the people who are vibrating with 
.'excitement over some new phase of a situation which has arisen, but 
in the course at n very short time it is clearly understood that the 
same people are nothing more than veneer. If they arc a little more 
interested than the average, in all probability they will have .read 
nearly all the large headlines on the front pages, and possibly the 
. black-faced abbreviated dispatches. Hastily turning through the 
pages of the paper they would never think of reading an article of 
'one* or two columns in length. That would be a waste of time. 

Events arc happening so rapidly now, and there is sk) much history 
being made every day that we can hardly be expected to devote suffi- 
cient time to keep informed on all lines, bilt we should at least possess 
more than a spoon-.fc(l and digested knowledge of present day- salient 
ifÉcts. To quote at all times the opinions of others is of not much 
beniefit to ourselves, and what is needed is a general, first hand pre- 
^setitation of conditions or/ facts so that we can come to our own con- 
clusions. Once wc possess an acquaintance of the truths wc mc in 
a position to discuss intelligently a situation, and from discussion 
with others we will be broadening along general lines, which is the 
.true ideal an education. 

Erudition is a splendid thing, but it is not all. There should be 
^more to be obtained from a college education than learning to become 
-a book-worm or a "dig," and there never was a time such as the pre- 
sent, with its almost boundless possibilities, to obtain the advantages 
which are within the reach of all. ~

Had they .tone 
to Kingston the day before, 1 vcniiiro 
to think that llioy would have been 
able to work off a certain amount of 
that nervousness by which they must 
havi- been affected. To subject tliom 
lo the more or less disturbing effect 
of a train journey of fiv<- hours, a(!- 
companled by a liiind of super-heated 
supporters, ou the veiy day on which 
they were to play such an Important 
fixture, and without any time for 
eompohuro lietwocn the end of une 
set of unfavorable conditions and tiie 
htiRlnning of anollim-. was siniply to 
eogrt defeat. The Toronto team had 
had the up^t of the railway trip the 
day before (whlc^i was moreover 
quiet and unruffled as compared with 
that of the McUill nie.i), had had the 
advaiitaRO ol a lull iiIrIiI's hleeii un- 
der uncxcltinR conditions and withont 
ilio bugbear of an early cull lo catch 
train. For twenty- four hours bc- 
lore tlio game their minds were taken 
up, lo somo extent, at leaHi. with 
other ihiiiRS, !ind vvliate\er tension 
Ihcy were under iniisl iiave Ijcen 
greatly rollovcd. They wore tliiis in 
tt better condition mentally, and us 
a consequence ph^Ically, to act their 
l'art and so ftartod the game with 
this much In their favor. 

Add lo thi.s tile fact that Ihc .MeCill 
men wore playUiR in KiiiRston aRainst 
their wlil, and that the surroundluRs 
Renorall'y were nol conducive to buoy- 
ancy nnd wc have sutficlent lo ac- 
count for the fact that players who 
were generally steady and effective 
failed to come up lo their usual stan- 
dard. 

.Some perron misbi ask how it was 
that only the back division seemed to 
be adversely affected by these con- 
dition*. The answer is easy, Tliu 
liaelts are in the open where every 
play can lie seen. They occupy the 
posllions where coolness and nerve 
are most required. In the case of tlie 
McGlll men, they know that as tho 
Ihic men were practically certain to 
do their part well, success or defeat 
depended on fhetn 

But nnlwUli.slHndiiu; all these han- 
dicaps and nolwltbstanding what in- 
evitably results from the state of 
mind in which they must have been, 
liow splendidly they still stuck to 
their posts and played ilie mime like 
men to the bitter end. They showed 
the true flRhtlnR spirit that soinetimo 
4or another spells success.
